W ashington, Feb. 4.— Tentative plans for the funeral of 
j former President Wilson, as announced today by Dr. Grayson, 
provide for a brief private service at the S street residence at 
3 p. rn. W ednesday. 
This service will be followed by another at 3:30 o’clock at 
Bethlehem chapel in the Cathedral at St. Albans, where the 
body will be placed in a vault until arrangem ents have been 
! made for a final resting, place. 
It w as decided not to hold a state funeral as proposed by 
some or tx) have the body lie in state at the capitol. 
The final place of entombment has not been selected for the 
late President Wilson, but the body will be entombed for a while 
in the W ashington cemetery. 
There it will await the erection of 
a memorial to serve as his last resting place and to perpetuate 
fittingly in stone the memory of those great days of crisis when 
1 the whole world hung upon his words. 
H anging on the big door of the home in which Woodrow 
W ilson spent his last days is a stream er of fresh yellow jonquils, 
j m ignonettes and forsythia with a yellow crepe sash and a green 
1 fern background. 
Each hour these flowers, a sign of death within, are taken 
down and fresh ones put in* their place. 
Today the frayed remnant of his m ortality lies in the cham­ 
ber w hose walls looked down yesterday upon the last scene of a 
career that had known all the heights and debts of human 
em otions. 
In death he appears as if in peaceful slumber, his 
features serene and composed and his square jaw set with the old 
(determ ination. 
But the lines are som ewhat deeper and heavier 
and the flashing fire of his eye has gone out forever.

I laid Mr. W ilson low on his return from 
the western speaking 
trip in 1910, in which he declared he was glad to give his life 
I for the League of Nations if that would make it a success. 
The cause of death was officially announced as general 
arterio sclerosis and haemopligia. 
The general sclerosis had 
been progressively hardening Mr. W ilson’s arteries since he was 
first stricken in 1010. 
The haemopligia, which refers to the 
jmralytic condition of his left side, m anifested itself principally 
if) his left arm and leg.

Mr. Lloyd George had ju st returned 
home from a Sunday tram p along the 
countryside. 
He pulled a big a rm ­ 
chair before an open fire, called his 
dog to ci rl up a t his feet and then 
talked fo r an hour w ith th e corre­ 
spondent about the m an w ho seem ed 
to control the destinies of the world 
during the days o f trium ph fo r the 
allied arm s, and 
afterw ard 
of 
the 
anxious m om ents w hen the statesm en 
labored in the P aris conference to 
tu rn victory into peace. 
“ W oodrow W ilson will become one 
of the g re a t figures of history,” w as 
MJr. Lloyd G eorge’s trib u te to the 
m an who had shortly before passed 
aw ay in W ashington. 
“ He urns a m an,” Mr. Lloyd G eorge 
added, “and therefore had his w eak­ 
nesses. 
But he was the first to em ­ 
body the ideal of fra te rn ity of nations 
•into a concrete plan. 
“ Like the founder of C hristianity, 
the central figure in history, and like 
Lincoln a fte r Him, he prosecuted his 
ideal to his trag ic death. 
These cir­ 
cum stances, if nothm g m ore, would 
m ake his m em ory last in the m inds of 
men. 
“ W ilson, 
like 
Lincoln 
and 
o ther 
g reat idealists, has not lived to see 
his 
dream s 
realize^. 
N evertheless 
his work xviii be carried on tq. Irs own 
glory and th e perm anent benefit of 
m ankind. 
In the national sense, he 
’ed his country out onto the road of 
world affairs, from which there is no 
turn in g back.” 
• Here Mr. Lloyd George paused. 
He 
seemed visibly affected by the news 
of the death of Mr. W ilson. 
O ut of 
the window of his 
study 
was 
the 
peaceful vista, to secure which 
the 
form er prem ier built his country re­ 
tre a t on the Surrey hilltop. F o r miles 
one could look over m iniature m oun­ 
tains, w ith 
not a single 
holist* 
to 
break the view. 
London seemed fa r 
away, and the pairs of the closing days 
of the world w ar dram a, w ith Wi lson 
and Lloyd George a t the pinnacles of 
th eir power, seemed fa r m ore rem ote. 
But, tim e has dealt kindly with W il­ 
son’s B ritish colleague a t the peace 
table. 
He has known no physical su f­ 
fering. no pain to rack his body. N oth­ 
ing in terfered Sunday w ith the sh arp ­ 
ness of his recital as he plunged into 
an energetic narratio n of the events of 
the P aris conference. 
“The trag ed y of it all,” the one-tim e 
prem ier mused, “is th a t W oodrow W il­ 
son’s failing was hrs inability to sub­ 
due personalities, his refusal to give 
up personal anim osity. 
This w eak­ 
ness caused his failure to realize his 
ideals during Jus Lifetime, and, in the 
end, it was th is weakness which A uibt- 
icss contributed to his death.”
